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Continuation of 1 1 . Applicant's argument addresses differences not present in clams. As noted in previous rejection, a 1 st filter is 
present, a 2nd filter is present, and equipment is intended for use in a SONET network environment where jitter and wander are firm, 
known requirements. The differences in filtering structure and techniques is illustrative, however, as these are not limitations present in 
the claims language they are not germane. Examiner's citation of SONET requirements and their availability is not impermissable 
hindsight as these standards have been in public view for a number of years, and in fact are a hard requirement for network equipment. 
Therefore, equipment comporting itself as SONET network equipment would have to meet the requirements set forth in requirements 
documents and would not be hindsight but rather a design requirement to be met and therefore an inherent property. 
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
